
Man$Held To 

Admit High 
School Seniors 

With th(^ beginning of the second 
semester of the current academic 
year, Jan. 25, 1943, Mansfield State 
i Teachers College will admit to all 
^ departments young men and women 
who have completed all but the last 
half-year of the standard secondary 
school course. Heretofore, Mans- 
field has admitted only young peo- 
ple who Ijave coppleted the full sec- 
oh^ry school Oiurae and who hold 
a' certifie^e oif graduation. 

, , A Military Necessity 

The new program of admission is 
an emergency measure, dictated by 
wartime needs and determined by a 
new policy of the State Department 

of Public instruction, announced on 

Dec. 23, 1942. It is designed to en- 
able young men under 18 years of 
»9e to obtain some work on the col- 
lege level, as recommended by all 
branches of the armed forces, before 
they are called into military service 
and, by accelerating the training of 
other young men and women to re- 

► lieve the growing shortage of toch- 
ers, which lUcely wiU becMne in- 
ereasingly acute in Uie next few 

Keaatrements for Enrollment 

To avail himself of the new pro- 
gram, a student must have com. 
ple^ all but the last half-year of 
the secondary school course, must 
have the endorsement of the secon- 
dary school administrator, and must 
satisfy all other requirements for 
admission to Mansfield. Theh.; after 
being admitted, he must remain on 
probation for one year, after which, 
if hfl^ work is acceptable, a certif- 
cate of graduation will be issued by 
the secondary school and the appro- 
, priate credit will be granted by the 
college. For the student, this 
amounts to a saving of from one-half 
yefur to (me and one-half years, de- 
pttding on summer school atten- 
dMice.

"Adjusting Public Schools to a 
World at War" is the subject of a 
confez^nce for the school adminis- 
trattMrs of tli&'MWtt to be conducted 
at Mansfield State Teachers College 
under the auspices of the State De- 
partment of Public Instruction on 
Thursday, Jan. 2^. The co^kerence 
is ORe of 15 such meetings which the 
department is sponsoring in all scct 
ticHis of the state. 

Beginning at 10:00 a.m., the mom. 
ing session of the conference will be 
devoted to an address, "The Respon- 
sibility of the Public Schools in a 
Democracy at War", by Dr. Willis 
B. Pratt, president of the college, 
and a general discussion of in- 
structicmal adjustments, led by Mr. 
James G. Morgan, dean of instnu;- 
tion, Dr. Paul J. Steele, dean of men, 
and Mrr~Btt«ene ^^-fiertto, director 
of secondary education. Considered 
will be such matters as the accelera- 
tion of study in sec(Midary schools, 
pre-inducti<m , training, health and 
'phyi^»l education, guidance and 
wartime service occupations, and the 
Victory Corps program. Luncheon 
will be served in the college dining 
room at noon. 

Resuming at 1:30 p.m., the after- 
tiooR session will be given over to a 

general discussion of administrative 
and organizational problems, led by 
Dr. George A, Retan, director of 
can^u^ schools. Treated will be 
such matters as -> teacher supply, 
transportation, air raid procedure, 
services to children of working 
mothers, and raiployment ofndiil- 
dren of school age.

Pratt, Mr. Morgan, 
Dr. Steele, Mr. Bertin^ and Dr. Retan 
attended a special training school 
conducated by the department of 
public instructi<Hi in Harrisburg.

EDITORIAL 



The "American Education" continues under the strain of a 
very crucial war crisis. EnroUmeht losses from ten to fifty per 



"cent are evidenced on almost any of the liberal, arts colleges of 
the United States. Still they struggle on. These same colleges 
are urged to provide technical training for their reservists and 
women students also. Many colleges have therefore offered two 
programs. One is designed to the Navy-Army technical stan- 
dards, and the other is patterned the same as the former liberal 
arts cclurses. 'Bte weiglit of continuing this regular course falls 
^ liie wmien a^ie ^(^^^ too ipft d*^^d^^?atoiad;

, Many schools have tried to maintain their traditional pro- 
grams in spite of the crisis. We all realize that the liberal arts 
colleges will have to prepare the youth of today for citizenship to 
operate the society of tomorrow. This act necessitates the keep- 
ing of a regular program. Acceleration was instituted to quicken 
'f^«iyMttiHlt 111* regular coogafe Jaa^ in msosr^ases it has b^n 
■abandoned. Mathematics, Physics, Chemistry, and Engineering 
and the like are gradually becoming the most prominent classes of 
this era. But we must keep History, Literature, Music, Lan- 
guages, Arts, Dramatics, and such to give to the society which 
/must eventually come out of the present chaos. Tfte liberal ar^ 
standards must be fcept at any cost. 

Dr. Zimmerman, new President of Thiel College is sure that the 
small colleges will still be alive after the war, and that they will 
play an ever increasing role in the whole educational system. 
He states, "The future purposes of the small liberal arts college 
should be to train young people to live as useful and global-mind- 
ed citizens, driving always toward newer and higher objectives. 

"At the momenf the small college can contribute to winning 
the war by giving td^students positive understanding of our dem- 
ocratic principles, training them to fulfill the demands of totel 
war, and quicken in them a religious faith that will fortify them 
in every crisis. People are becoming increasingly aware of the 
necessity for maintaining and increasing the age old ideals of m- 
tegrity, vision, faith, and industry." % 

Here at Mansfield we have our own situation as a result or 
the crisis. This week we lose twenty-four men in the Army Enlisted 
Reserve to the Army. Our nineteen Air Corps Reserves are due 
to go into active service before the first of April. Only the Naval 
Reserves, seven in number, have any chance at finishing the 
current semester, as far as we know now. Mansfield is fast be- 
coming that well worded "Womansfield". The social program is 
also Hit. The dancing will b^ nil and something will have to be 
provided for recreation of some sort for the few remaining stu- 
dents. The Student Activities Fund will decrease and this fact 
will mean a cutting of the entertainm^t budget. But we should 
complain! Why not spend that money differently and do a 
little more of that needed studying. No-one is so smart that 
a little studying is going to hurt him. In fact it won't hurt ANY 
of us. Lately we all have been lagging and moping around be- 
cause of the excitemenTin the merfs goirig, but they have got to 
go and we have to stay. We have a big job to do. As the teach- 
' ers of tomorrow, we can't let democracy down. Tomorrow's lead- 
ers will be guided by US, and we want the right kind of guid- 
aiiue.

On June 28, 1943, *Dean Morgan 
became President of Mansfield State 
Teachers College. The appointment 
to this high oifice eulniinates jt quar- 
ter of § centary of success>ful service 
in education for Dean Morgan, 
twenty-two years of- which were de- 
voted to this institution. 

He began as a teacher in the un- 
graded schools of Schuylkill County, 
and soon rose to the supervising

instruction in pi^cholQgy and educa-

Dean Morgan came to this institu- 
tion in 1921, during the presidency 
of Dr. WilUam R. Straughn. His

psydKdogy, then later director of 
extension education. Upon the re- 
tirement of Dean Arthur Train Bel- 
knap, he was ^evated to the office 
of Dean of Instruction. Among the 
many contributions of Dean Morgan 
was the establishment of the educa- 
tion clinic for the diagnosis and re- 
habilitation of children having hand- 
icaps or other deficiencies in read- 
ing, 'arithmetic, speech, emotional 
adjustments, or physical and mental 
health.

Somewhere in 
North Africa 

Hello Mansfield: 

Today is one of those hot lazy 
days, so it gives me a good chance 
to relax and teU you a little about 
Nortii Afripa. 

It was our Navy that brought us 
here, by ship, naturally. The ocean 
routes tbat we «(^»7«led wi^ to. 
geous, but the Navy always succeeds 
in getting the American soldiers 
here safely. Upon our arrival the 
Arm^ provided quarters or us and 
fed us with good American rations. 
Our Army supplies us with our basic 
needs such as: transportation, cloth^ 
ing, cigarettes, soap, etc., and of 
course we buy our beverages from 
the local merchants. For the Am- 
ericans here in Norttx Afk-ica, the civ- 
ilian world has practically ceased to 
exist, and money doesn't mean a 
thing bcause the Army distributes 
its bounty on l&e basis of need and 
not money. ' 

The life of the American Army is 
being superimposed upon by the 
teeming life of the people of North 
Africa, but the two communities 
have very few points of contact. In 
the city streets we soon became ac- 
customed to j^e sight of veiled Mos- 
lem womcNn ind turbaned Arabs 
mingling unconcernedly with civi- 
lians and with American, British, 
and French trooi» in uniform Out in 
the small villages or on the narrow 
winding county roads, we glance iWt 
the dark-skinned peasants with 
their goats, donkeys, and camels. 

Most of the natives are poor and 
work on the land or do menial tasks 
in the city. Some of the natives own 
small shops, and others are street 
peddlers, then there are a few who 
are very wealthy and live in great 
palaces. But whoever they are and 
however they live, their ways of life 
and their languages are mysterious 
to nearly all the Americans here. 
They go about their business * and we 
go about ours.. For us, these peo- 
ple are merely a passing show, and 
we are the audience. 

All of us are more absorbed in 
the war . than any Americans at 
home can ix)ssibly be, because we 
have practically no other matters to 
distract OUT attenti(Mir->-no families or 
business, we hear no radio broad- 
casts, except those that are broadcast 
locally for the benefit of our sol- 
diers. The American moves are of 
last year's crop or (^der. The news- 
papers that are published in North 
Africa, wtih the exception of the 
Stars and Stripes, are in French and 
are concerned mainly with local 
events. We very seldom sefe Ameri- 
can newspapers until they are weeks 
old, and by that time the doings that 
happen in Washington, Hollywood, 
or on Main Street, seem like'^ncient 
history.

The complexities which we have 
had to overcome are very astonish- 
ing because North Africa includes a 
mixture of races, such as may not be 
found elsewhere in the world. Most 
of the human beings are so foreign 
that all the soldiers call the natives 
"Arabs" without realizing that lhany 
of them are Egyptians, Moors, Turks, 
and Jews.

Cadet Nurses 

On September 12, 1943 the second 
group of Nursing Students from the 
Robert Packer Hospital, Sajnre, en^ 
^tered the College. There are fifty 
students in this class and all are 
members of the U.S. Cadet Nurse 
Corps and are under the supervision 
<^ SOss GiUUaiuL 

So vital is the nation's needs for 
nurses that in June, 1943, the Bolton 
Bill providing federal funds to fi- 
nance the education of nurses was 
signed by the President, thus creat- 
ing the U.S. Cadet Nurse Corps. The 
Corps makes it possible for patriotic 
;tpBung women to secure a profes- 
sional education without cost to 
themselves, and at the samie time 
raider an essential war time ser- 
vice in the field of nursing. 

To desi^iate stue^t nixnea ai 
having answered their country's call 
the members of the corps are privi- 
leged to wear a distinctive out-door 
unifonn of gray, and the insigaift of 
the corps which is a combination of 
the medical caduceus, the navy an- 
chor and the Maltese Cross. The stu- 
d^ts are not required to wear the 
uniform on all occasions, but will 
wear it when they choose and on oc- 
cw^om^ ^>ecified by the school. 

The nursing course is divided into 
three periods, a pre-cadet period of 
nine months, a junior cadet period of 
twenty-one months, and a senior 
cadet period of six mtmths. A scho- 
larship and a monthly stipend is pro- 
vided for all students of the course. 
The scholarship covers tuition and all 
other fees charged by the nursing 
school, and includes the cost of books 
and the school uniform. Stipends are 
paid from the federal funds at the 
rate of $15 per month for the pre- 
cadet period of 20 tnmstiis for the 
junior cadet period. Daring the se- 
nior cadet period the student may 
be transferred, if she wishes, to an 
army veteran's government hospital 
or a civilian" hospital. A stipend of 
$30 per month is paid her in this pe- 
riod by the institution utilizing her 
services. After the senior cadet pe- 
riod, the nurse receives the diploma 
and pin of her school and is :eligible 
for the State B/omd examination for 
license to practice as a registered 
nui^e. She may then join one of the 
governmental nursing services, army, 
navy, air corps, or veteran's service, 
or she may remain in civilian nurs- 
ing. The purpose of the Bolton Act 
is to provide nurses to meet both 
military and civilian needs, and al- 
thoughrmany stud^ts will no doubt 
enter the armed services th^ are 
not asked to pledge themselv^i to 
military nursing. 

To In tiigibte to Join tiie U. S. 
<^det Nurse Corps, the applicant 
must have graduated from high school 
in the upper half of her class, be in 
good phycial condiUou, and state her 
Mrillinigness to make her services 
available in essential nursing 
throughout the war. This pledge to 
remain active in nundng is evidence 
'Of the spirit of service which is in 
the heart of every nurse. 

The students enrolled in the Robert 
Packer Hospital School of Nursing 
spoid t!i«1^n^ fourteen weeks of the 
pi^-cadet period at the Mani^eld 
State Teachers College, where they 
are given an intensive course con- 
sisting chiefly of the basic nursing . 
sciences. The course of study in- 
cludes Anatomy and Physiology, Mi- 

- cobiology, Applied Inorganic and 
Organic Chemistiy^., Nutriticm, and 
Cookery, Socialogy, Physcology, 
Ethics of Nursing, Principles of 
Nursing, English and Appreciation 
of Art and Music. 

This fourteen week period f(»r Hie 
pi^ent group will be completed on 
December 8. Hie nurses will then go 
to the hospital to continue their 
studies and begin, theif experience in 
patient care in the many depart- 
ments of the hospital.

This program wil accelerate the 
preparation of teachers to meet a 
continued critical shortage of teach- 
er^ at the pesent time and in the im- 
mediate future. It will also make 
possible the beginning of collegiate 
work for those under eighteen years 
of age before being inducted into the 
armed Ibirces. 

The admlnistratioa is hopeful that 
the continaatitni of ^tiiis policy will 
meet with the same success as did the 
program followed the second aiemes- 
ter of last year.
